C. E., 
and for many years Chief Engineer of the Imperial Rail- 
ways of China, is the principal obstacle in the way of 
Russian railway monopoly in China, says the Yokohama 
correspondent of the London ‘‘Pioneer.’’ By his energy 
and tact, sturdy honesty and complete knowledge of the 
situation, says this writer, he has kept his position in 
the face of German, French and Russian competition and 
ill-will and the intrigues of the Chinese mandarins and 
palace eunuchs desirous of handling foreign money. The 
eunuchs of the Imperial Palace are his chief enemies, and 
through their scheming Hu, ‘‘the only honest Chinaman 
on the Board of Railway Directors,’’ was lately dismissed 
by the Empress. Mr. Kinder is said to owe his influence 
to entire disinterestedness in his dealings with the Chi- 
nese, and to his determination to do the best for his rail- 
ways. The Shanghai merchants say that while his sal- 
ary is small, he is perfectly impartial in giving immense 
orders for railway material, and he is perfectly indifferent 
as to whether the authorities accept his resignation or 
not. Mr. Kinder, while an Englishman by birth, thor- 
oughly believes in American railway methods for China, 
and he has been in the United State several times. Those 
who know him will thoroughly agree with the character- 
istics ascribed to him above. 


OBITUARY. 

Mr. Horace S. Smith, former Vice-President of the Il- 
linois Steel Co., died at his home in Chicago, Ill., on Oct. 
17, aged 73 years. It was largely through his efforts that 
the Illinois Steel Co. was established. 

Mr. Spencer M. Janney, President of the Huntingdon & 
Broad Top Mountain Ry., died at his home in Philadel- 
phia, Pa., on Oct. 20, aged 59 years. He had been Pres- 
ident of this line since February, 1891. 

Lieut.-Col. Guy Howard, son of Major-Gen. 0. 0. How- 
ard, U. S. Army, retired, was killed in action in the Phil- 
ippines on Oct. 21. For five years he was Construction 
Quartermaster at Fort Ethen, Allen, at Burlington, Vt. 

Mr. Francis Burns, Jr., civil engineer, of Wade & Burns, 
railway contractors, of Baltimore, Md., was killed while 
attempting to board a yard engine at Zanesville, O., on 
Oct. 20. Mr. Burns began his career in the engineering 
department of the Baltimore & Ohio R. R., under Mr. 
James L. Randolph. In 1582, he was Resident Engineer 
on the West Virginia Central & Pittsburg R. R., but in 
1583 returned to the Baltimore & Ohio. In 1886 he began 
as a contractor with Ryan & McDonald on the Chicago, 
Madison & Northern Ry., and was afterwards interested 
with the same firm on railway contracts in the State of 
Washington. At the time of his death he was interested 
in contracts for building second track and improving 
grades on the Central Obio Division of the Baltimore « 
Ohio. His home was in Baltimore where he was well 
known. 

Col. John B. Yates, civil engineer and a veteran of the 
Civil War, died at Amherst Bay, Ontario, on Oct. 1s. 
Col. Yates was born in Schenectady Oct. 18, 1843, the son 
of Rev. John Austin Yates, D.D. He commenced his en- 
gineering life as an axeman on the Utica & Schenectady 
RK. R., and was then engaged on the Detroit & Milwaukee 
R. R. At the outbreak of the Civil War he was made a 
Captain in the First Michigan Engineer Regiment; and 
was promoted to Major in 1863, and Colonel, Nov. 3, 
1864. In this command Col. Yates did brilliant and ef- 
fective service, especially in rebuilding railways and 
bridges in Gen. Sherman’s march trom Atlanta to the 
sea. After the war President Johnson appointed him 
Military Superintendent of Railways for Tennessee, and 
he retained this position throughout the ‘‘reconstruc- 
tion’’ period. Col. Yates returned to Schenectady and 
was one of the Division Engineers of the Erie Canal for 
a time; but later abandoned his profession for other 
business.

INTERNATIONAL COMMERCE CONGRESS.—Commer 
cial Education was the topic at the meeting of Oct. 20, of 
this congress at Philadelphia, and addresses were made 
by Hon. Seth Low, President Eliot, of Harvard Univer- 
sity; Mr. W. C. Barker, of New York; William H. Par- 
sons, of New York; Dr. S. M. Lindsay, of the University 
of Pennsylvania, and Dr. Thos. A. Cockburn, of Aus 
tralia. All of the speakers pointed out the value of train- 
ing schools for any business men, and insisted upon the 
teaching of foreign languages to the young men of the 
United States, who were otherwise fitted for pushing 
American trade abroad. These training schools should 
teach commercial and international law, commercial trea- 
ties, foreign tariffs, etc., besides the languages. 

THE AMERICAN SOCIETY OF CIVIL ENGINEERS 
At the semi-monthly meeting, held Oct. 18, ISU), a 
paper was read by Prof. Lewis M. Haupt, entitled ‘‘The 
Reaction Breakwater as Applied to the Improvement of 
Ocean Bars.’’ This paper describes the work done at 
Aransas Pass, Texas, by the Aransas Pass Harbor Co., in 
removing the bar at that place. A single breakwater, or 
jetty, built in the form of a reversed curve was construct- 
ed, and it has been effective in cutting a considerable 
channel. A written communication was read from Maj. 
Thomas W. Symons, in which it was stated that a single 
reaction jetty had been used in the improvement of the 
Columbia River, but, unlike the one described above, this 
one was not open at the land end, and was not of the 
form of a reversed curve. Communications were also read 
from George Y. Wisner and H. C. Ripley. 


WESTERN SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS.—On Oct. 
14, a special trip was made to Madison, Wis., to attend 
the inauguration of Prof. J. B. Johnson, M. Am. Soc. C. 
E., as Dean of the College of Mechanics and Engineering 
at the University of Wisconsin. A special train on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Ry., left at 8 a. m., ar- 
riving in time for the dinner given by the Board of Re- 
gents. In the afternoon, the engineering laboratories and 
the university buildings were visited, and the party was 
present at a football game and an eight-oar boat race.
